A defective State law, however, is no solution. The 
law enacted by the Pennsylvania Legislature, according 
to the Supreme Court Justices, has a multitude of defects. 
It would, they hold, contravene the Constitution by 
taking the private property of one person and transfer­ 
ring it to another, and because of its “ vague and indefin- 
ite ” provisions, it is “ incapable either of rational inter­ 
pretation or judicial enforcement.^ 
The State Legislature does not possess the police 
power to order such transfers of property as the proposed 
act would entail. 
The fact that the measure is modeled on one in ef-j 
feet in another State, and that a number of States man­ 
age to get along constitutionally with community property 
laws, does not make the Pennsylvania act valid. As pointed 
out in the opinion, some States provide specifically in 
their constitutions for the community property system. 
In any event, the court had to construe the Pennsylvania 
act on its own provisions. 
To place this State on a par with the community 
property States, possible remedy lies with draft of an 
entirely new law for consideration by the next session 
of the Assembly, having to do solely with divisible income. 
But the most direct and most equitable method of 
installing the community property system would be by 
Federal statute.

1FITH the deer season to be ushered in Monday, it is apropo 
f l for Seth L. Myers, secretary*, northwest division, Pennsy lvania 
State Federation of sportsmen to say that “I learned from ex­ 
perience long ago the surest way to put a deer down in its tracks is 
the neck shot. A head shot should follow to finish the job quickly. I do 
not tavor the use of small calibre rifles for deer hunting. They result 
in wounded animals, getting away to die later in thickets. They cause 
argum ents in the woods. A deer will travel hundreds of yards after 
being hit with one of them. Someone else gets in a vital shot and the 
argum ent starts. Pumpkin ball loads are dangerous because of glancing 
off trees and rocks. If using shotguns, it is better to get the rifle slug 
load shells. Like spinning bullets, they bore in. When a deer is down, 
make certain it is dead before coming in contact with the hoofs. They 
can ruin a good hunting suit and tattoo tracks on a hunter’s mid­ 
section. As soon as the animal is dead, the hunter should unload his 
gun as a safety precaution. Next, a deer must be well bled out. Pull the 
head back toward the shoulders and insert the knife low in the throat 
just above the brisket. It will bleed best if the head is lowest. 
Pum ping the legs helps. The more blood eliminated, the better the 
m eat.’ 


DAILY CROSSWORD 


Myers says that, to insure good eating, the animal must be dressed 
and washed out thoroughly. It should be split from where the ribs 
m eet in the breast to the tail. Propped open with sharp sticks helps by 
perm itting cold air in. As soon as possible, the carcass should be skin­ 
ned out. The m eat of many deer is spoiled while hanging up for friends 
to admire. If the w eather is not freezing the m eat should be put in 
cold storage. If the head is to be m ounted as a trophy, leave the neck 
skin attached but take out the neck meat. It is one of the best in the 
deer. Those lucky enough to bring back can forget about the high 
price of m eat for a time. All they need do is take wise steps in pre­ 
serving their m eat for their tables. Those claiming they simply cannot 
eat vension, have not tasted steaks of a properly dressed deer.
